BERKELEY, Calif., O c t 18.—No 
less than 40,000 pupils now atten d ­ 
ing public schools 
in 
California 
alone eventually will be in hospit­ 
als for tne insane, if th e future is 
to be judged by the past, and th ere­ 
fore, the crim e prevention problem 
Is essentially a school and medical 
problem, in the opinion of Chief of 
Police August Vollmer of Berkeley, 
noted crim inologist. 
Vollmer bases th is estim ate on 
the fact th at 4000 persons are com­ 
m itted annually to institutions for 
the insane in th is state. 
In addition to those 40,000, says 
Vollmer, HSiiere are 30,000 who will 
be sent to penal institutions. 
“W e should try to prevent crim e 
ra th e r than simply to punish the 
crim inal,” Vollmer points out. “T he 
work m ust be done in the public 
schools, and we m ust begin early if 
the work is to be effective. 
“Schools can assist 
the 
police 
greatly by m aking careful exam ina­ 
tion of the children to determ ine 
theJr abilities and disabilities, in or- ; 
der th at they may be trained along 
lines for which they are fitted.” 
Rem edies advocated by Vollmer I 
include: 
Careful tests to determ ine tfhie de­ 
gree of intelligence of pnplis, so 
th at they will not be asked to ac- j 
com plish work beyond th eir pow- J 
era. 
Efforts should be m ade to correct 
nervous defects which late r m ight ! 
lead to actual insanity. 
“L astly,” asserted Vdllmer, “we 
m ust depend on our schools to dis­ 
cover the m ental repressions and 
complexes of the individual child, 
for too often today we ignore char­ 
acteristics which frequently develop 
into 
insanity. 
Defective 
vision, 
poor hearing and uncared for teeth 
are among the contributing factors 
to the police problem of today.
